QUEBEC - At 6 o'clock 
ballroom, out of. the Chateau 

Behind him, in single file, walk> 
cd sixty of the youngest, most 
militant elements of the Liberal 
Party. 

^"I have asked for a fair hcar- 
ring and a loyal discussion," he 
said in his last address, referring 
to his resolution proposing an in- 
dependent Quebec in the context 
of an economic union with Ca* 
nada.

At 7:30 Lévesque told a smo- 
ke-filled room In the Victoria 
Hotel, crowded with 300 Journn.

Everyone in the room, 
including the 100 reporters and 
cameramen, was on his feet ap- 
plauding and cheering. 

René Lévesque, the former 
Minister of Family and ; Social 
Welfare in the Lesagc adminis- 
tration who . was, for., the past 
seven years,: one of. the- most 
dynamic forces in the Liberal 
Party, listed the factors that 
built up to u head that night 
and forced him to resign :

Separatism caiied banlcrupt 

"Separatism is a bankrupt philosophy, out of touch 
' with the modern world", said Ross Smyth, President of 
the World Federalists of Canada, Montreal Branch, on 
Friday.

The World Federalist movement believes in strengthening 
the United Nations to evolve into a world federation of na- 
tions with the central body having sufficient authority and 
with the macliinery for effective peace and Justice among na- 
tions.

Soviet defector at U of A 



EDMONTON (CUP) - A 
nuclear physicist who defect- 
ed from the Ukraine is now 
teaching at the University of 
Alberta. 

Dr. Boris Dntsenko, 41, who 
came to Canada on a research 
exchange between U of Alberta 
and U of Kiev, says he will never 
return to the Ukraine for "sollid 
personal and scientific reasons. 
The cancellation of the exchange 
program due to my defection 
will be a greater loss for the Kiev 
institute than for the U of A".

Hippie paper 
goes to court 



VANCOUVER (CUP) - The 
Georgia Straight, banned by 

the British Columbia Supreme 
Court, will take its case to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

The underground newspaper 
lost its license September 28 on 
orders from Vancouver's mayor 
Tom Cainpl)ell. 

Tile suspension whs approved 
by Mr. Justice T.A. Dolim of the 
l>rovincial Supreme Court, Octo- 
ber 0. 

"Having read the exhibits," tlie 
Judge said, "and quite upurl 
from tlic legal paints in the mat- 
1er, I am of the opinion that 
Mayor Campbell and license in- 
spector iMlltl Hnrrell should he 
liiglily commended for their 
promiit actions — in a situation 
which called for promptness and 
not buck-passing — leading to 
the suspension of this newspaper 
and thus preventing tlic distribu- 
tion of this, filth, particularly to 
sclipnl children." 

Mayor Cainpliell had previous- 
ly told students tiie Georgia 
Straieht was suspended because 
"It Is filth and was being sold to 
school children." 

The paper's lawyer, John Lax- 
ton, argued that the suspension 
was invalid because It was made 
under a section of the city cliart- 
er. 

He said that only the federal 
government .may act on matters 
of morality, which are handled 
under the Criminal Code of Ca- 
nada. 

Lnxton added that the paper 
plans to appeal the Judgment to 
the Supreme Court of Canada.

While students sit in the bleachers, the 
Union gangs play touch football with their 
tlmèrand money. Yet if the players left the 
stadium, nobody would notice. Only the 
mole can see a game being played under- 
ground. ' ' 

•But too many people are frustrated, 
and toq;mqny problems are becoming crises. 
Students realize their education could be a 
lot better and want action. They know other 
student bodiés have co-op residences while 
they still live in flophouse style on Durocher 
St. They are tired of the annual round of 
referenda and open meetings which accom- 
plish nothing^. 




The problem is not so much the players 
as the rules they must work under. Our 
constitution, in short, has created a gap bet- 
ween Council and campus and fudged all 
attempts at constructive student govern- 
ment, it fails miserably in at least three 
major areas. 

At the most elementary level, the larger 
faculties are ludicrously underrepresented 
on the Students' Council. Thus Arts and 
Science, With its representation of three 
members for 5,000 students, compares with 
Divinity, with one member for 23 students. 
Granted he may have more pull, but one 
wonders if it's democratic. 

Our executive lacks both power and 
responsibility. Time and again the campus 
has been forced to resolve a deadlock bet- 
ween the executive and the Students' Coun- 
cil. We have held three referenda on UGEQ, 
countless Open Meetings over this public- 
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aition and now an executive by-election. 
Meanyyrhile^Quebec evolves without us and 
our educdltidn' stagnates. 

Neither the Executive nor the Students' 
Council have to ansv^er to their constituen- 
cies once elected. Nor is there any policy 
co-ordination between them. Individual 
wrangles predominate and no coherent 
program aries from endless debate. In effect, 
the' Students' Society needs a parliamentary 
system with an executive elected by a ma- 
jority party of the Students' Council. 

Thirdly, the executive is weakened by 
size and terms of reference. We need an 
Education Vice-President to develop ideas 
and policies which might result in construct- 
ive change. A Vice-President of Finances 
could make SC financial policy serve the 
entire campus rather than merely pay the 
bills of dances and social clubs. They should 
be empowered to work during the summer 
to develop a program for the year. And 
they shouldn't necessarily be full-time 
students. 

Furthermore the framework of the 
constitution must be fundamentally altered. 
Today in amending it we go hat in hand to 
the University. The constitution should be 
repatriated and a declaration of rights and 
responsibilities inserted, recognizing our role 
as fully participating members of society. 

One amendment has appeared and 
sub-amendments shall likely follow. They 
may not solve all our problems but it is a 
beginning. At least a few moles ore trying 
to bring the game to the surface.

This is to comment on your editorial 
of October 12 entitled "One More 
Step", in which you suggest that the 
Quebec 'Liberal Party is moving 
towards the adoption of the separatist 
option and, furthermore, that the re- 
sult of independence would be "con- 
trol of French Canada by French 
Canadians."

Second, I would like to comment on 
your ideas of how widespread the 
desire is iri Quebec for indcpcndcnef.

trolled by French Canadians. 

The brief presented to the Quebec 
Legislative Assembly's Constitutional 
Committee last year by the Confedera- 
tion of National Trade Unions, the 
Quebec Federation of Labour, and the 
Catholic Farmers' Union repected se- 
paratism as detrimental to the interests 



of the workers and the farmers. Surely 
the leaders of these associations are 
not completely divorced from the as- 
pirations of their members who elect 
them to their positions of leadership.

If it is necessary to oppose the 
status quo, and it is, let us remember 
that it is best to oppose the socio-eco- 
nomic status quo rather than to play 
meaningless games with the constitu- 
tion if we really wish concrete results 
for the society in which we live.

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By supporting the movement for 
Quebec independence, the Daily has 
espoused a bourgeois movement that 
was described in 1D64 in the following 
terms by the "traitor" Trudeau (who 
along with the "traitor" Marchand 
never hesitated to fight for liberty 
and social justice during the period 
of the Duplcssts dictatorship — a dic- 
tatorship elected by the people of 
Quebec and not imposçd by the "En- 
glish colonialists" in Ottawa) :

Or might it be a society 
which will have to postpone the seek- 
ing of these objectives in the lengthy 
period that it might need to adapt to 
the conditions of independence ?

Of course this is a legiti- 
mate objective in as much as it is 
feasible in contemporary North Ame- 
rican society.

The latest DPI dispatches claim 
that the identification of the body 
"seems positive", and in Washington,' 
•American officials declared that they 
^' were "inclined to believe the Bolivian 
authorities on the matter of . Che's 
death. 

. Che was born and educated in 
Argentina and graduated from the 
medical school in Buenos Aires. Upon 
completing his studies, Che left Ar'' 
. gcntina and travelled for several 
years througliout South and Central 
^^j^^mérjça, thus becoming directly ac- 
^^u^ied with the harsh realities 
cpnfronting the vast majority of La- 
tin Americans. 

In Guatemala, Che collaborated 
witii the democratic, reform oriented 
• government df Jacobo Arbenz. The 
;^^Arbj|!nz government wasz-iOverthrown 
■^1n^l954 by a CIA sponsored ' right 
wing military coup and from that time 
Che became increasingly convinced 
of the necessity of popular armed

struggle as the only means to achieve 
true economic independence and 
meaningful social change. 

In 1056 he joined Fidel Castro and 
tlie other Cuban revolutionaries in 
Mexico and received intensive train- 
ing in guerrilla warfare under Colonel 
Albcrto^Bayo.

: willîfFiders group, Che soon distln> 
guiishcd himself as one of . lhe^osi| 
able and daring of the Cuban' revoIiK 
tionary leaders and became Comman- 
dante of the Second Front in the 
Sierra Maestra. 

- It was Che, supported by the 
fighters led'l)y Camilo -Cienfuegos, 
who in the closing months of the war 
was given the highly dangerous as- 
signment of descending to the plains 
to launch the final all out offensive 
against Batista's forces.

After the victory*^ of the popular 
forces in 1959 Che^ played a leading 
role in the revolutionary govern- 
ment of Cuba; he was president of 
the National Bank of Cuba, Minister 
of Industries, and later became 
Cuba's delegate to the United Nations. 

Like Simon Bolivar, Jose Marti, 
San Martin and other great Latin 
American revolutionaries before- him, 
Che knew no harrow national boun- 
daries; his nationality was truly La- 
tin American. Tnus, in 1965 he resign- 
ed all official posts, renounced his 
Cuban citizenship and left to partake 
in the liberation struggles taking 
place in other parts of the American 
continent. 

Tlic view that armed struggle is a 
necessary prerequisite to social clian- 
gc is increasingly shared by revolu- 
tionaries throughout Latin America. 
Bolivia serves as an eloquent cxam- 
pljs^. of^'^the ' .current social-political 
sltuatioii^which exists today in Latin 
America. 

In Bolivia, the fascist military re- 
gime headed by General Barrientos 
has foIIowedLwdj^^aditional path 
taken by mTsînSîllf^mêrican dic- 
tatorships. After overthrowing a well 
meaning but ineffectual reform go- 
vernment the Bolivian "gorilas" 



embarked on a policy of brutal re- 
pression and bloody persecution 
which culminated in the total elimi- 
nation of air organized opposition. 

In present day Bolivia over 609$^ of 
the population is illiterate, more than 
80% of the population is undernou- 
rished and undcrclothcd and less, 
than . 5% of the total population 

yaWnsimore than 93% of all produc- 

nîyë^Iand. 

US Support 

These realities represent, .with 
slight variations, tlic incredible con- 
ditions prevalent today in Latin 
America. Caracas, one of the richest 
and most modern of South American 
capital cities has more than half of 
its population mired in slums and 
the unemployment rate is currently 
17%. 

Brazil is a country of immense 
mineral and natural resources and 
yet it is a gruesome picture of 
disease, hunger, poverty and anguish. 
Needless to say, the American go- 
vernment supports and actively helps 
maintain the present regimes by 
means of arms; shipments, military 
"advisers" and special,, training 
camps designed to tcacit Indigenous 
soldiers the rudiments necessary to 
maintain "law and order". 

It is;under these conditions that 
^t hlp Miiiimed y struggles of liberation 
fTiave'been born and are being born 
every day in the New World. In Bo- 
livia, the National Liberation Army 
started operating nearly 8 months 
ago, led^l^^c of the greatest and 
most eloquent revolutionaries of our 
times, Che Guevara. 

The recent North American press 
reports concerning Che's death 
abound with the customary insiduous 
cynicisms and superficial banalities 
reserved by the Establishment for 
everything that is just, noble and 
creative. Let there be no mistake, 
while the mediocre, the anonymous 
and the cowardly enjoy their preca- 
rious "triumph", history is , being 
made by the hungry, anguished 
peoples of the world. The names of 
Che. Guevara, Mao Tse Tung, Fidel 
Castro, Ho Chi Minh and others who 



will follow will occupy a prominent 
and eminent place in our history 
books. 

Che has always symbolized the 
most honestjpand the noblest ideals 
of true^MSiùtlonary internationa- 
lism.

Che is not dead. For the people 
of Latin America -and for revolutio- 
naries the world over, Che's continued 
presence is very real and concrete ;

upheld never really die.

last week. - 

A letter from the Principal, 
OS well as a general announce-' 
ment to all members of the Uni- 
versity, described this convoca- 
tion in advance as '.'one of the 
most important in the Univer- 
sity's history." Yet on the day 
of the. Convocation, the front 
page of the UcG'xW Daily was 
filled with information about a 



political meeting at Loyola, a 
students' Society resign'ation, 
and a picture of a chicken party 
at the Union. The announce- 
ment of the University Convo- 
cation appeared in a box atjthe, 
bottom of page 3, amid'^he 
usual news of student politics' 
on other campuses, debates 
about drugs, and the Vict Nam 
war. 

The Convocation itself was 
well attended, but not by stud- 
ents now at the university. It 
wa.<> attended by former gradu- 
atcf; and by the public, not by 
students of McGill. It was a 
'convocation" in which every 
Province of Canada had its im- 
portant share, at which the 
major problems of this Univer- 
sity and of this country were 
treated .respectively by nine 
Premiers of the Provincial Gov- 
ernments across Canada. A 
more important event for treat- 



ment in a student newspaper, 
for the Information of all stud- 
ents, could hardly be imagined. 
Yet the Daily's Oinch box, 
headed "Convocation Todoy" 
t^would have been more suita'ble 
^for an announcement of a mcet- 
. ing of Daily reporters than for 
such a convocation. 

The day after the convocation, 
the Daily did report the event 
on page l,.but I think very 
. inadequately, again at the bot- 
tom of a page dominated by can- 
didates for a campus election 
and by student Internal pontics 
("SC Says OK to Handbills'^). 
In general, I think this failure 
lo keep the campus properly 
informed on an important sub- 
ject is an example of the prev- 
ailing imbalance of Daily news 
and features. The newspaper at 
prc.<;cnt does not really serve 
or represent the university.

you have none better — if I did

fairs. We need a university 
newspaper to serve the edu- 
cational purposes of a many- 
sided university, in all its in- 
tellectual dimensions, a news- 
paper concerned with activities 
at McGllI. ; - ' 

I don't mean to . cxgludg^^a ny 
of the present wholeroSwfUrlve 
toward involvement and prod- . 
uctive action; but let us have 
wider horizons. Let us think, in 
addition to immediate issues, of 
the greater idea of a university 
to which we all subscribe.
